1. 37 cfr rfty i (b) states: "... ijhe reply must presentarguments pointing ^^specific 
distinctiqns ^believed to render the claims^includin^ 3iiy:iie^vly presented claims, piafentable over 
any applied reference... a general allegatiohithat thieiclaims define a patentable invention Without 
specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them fi^pm the 
references does not comply with the requirements ! of this section^" 

2. 37 CFR 1.11 1(c) states: "... in amending in response to a rejection of claims in an 
application or patent undergoing: reexaminatiort,::the :patent owners must clearly point out the 
patentable novelty which he: or she thinks-the claims-present in view of the state of the art. ■ 
disclosed Jbynthe references cited and objectionsimade. He or she must also show how the 
amendments avoid such references. . . ." 

3 . The response to the Office; Action filed by Applicant filed 5-4-00 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.1 1 1 (b) and (c) because "claims have been: added to more fully claim the scope of 
Applicant's invention"~page 24, bottom half of page is a mere general allegation of patentability. 
Although Applicant gives a general discussion of the references applied, he fails to explicitly 
address all patentable limitations in newly added claims 35-111. 
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4. Furthermore, Applicant fails to provide: support for, each ne\y}y added claim limitation. It 
is essential to demohstrateisupport for each and every claimed Umit^ionMbrder to establish a 
case for patentability under 37 CFR 11 1 (b) and (c). 

5. •••• Applicant's response must be a bme^dejM^r^ to advance prosecution by treating all 
new claims as if a rejection had been applied under the prior art of record, or to explain iwhy it 
would have been improper to do so. The burden-falls on Applicant . v^hen providing new claim 
limitations after an Office Action to establish a prirnq fascia case of allowableness under 35 ; 
U.S.C., 102, 103 and 112, of tho^iiclaims : Applicant's response: clearly falls short of this. 

6. The amendment filed on 09-05-00^ to the elected invention and 
presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP;:§ 821.03). The 
remaining claims are not readable on the elect^l: invention because they were directed to a 
separate related invention. Originally presented claims 1-34 were directed tp; an allegedly novel 
multi-column display. Newly present claims are directed to ;a more geneiral non-scrollable display. 
The newly added claims have a separate utility such as presenting single page information with 
one column with user selectable fonts. The originally claimed invention and the presently claimed 
inventions are related as subcombination/ combination (in that order) usable together)
